The sec- 
retary of the board shall in person or in writing notify the 
absent members of the time, date, and place set for the 
adjourned meeting. 

(6) Voting. Normally, voting shall be viva voce; how- 
ever, a roll call vote may be requested by any member of the 
board for the purposes of the record.

WAC 132W-116-010 Purpose for adopting rules. 
Pursuant to the authority granted under RCW 
28B.50.140(10) and 28B.19.020(2), the board of trustees of 
Wenatchee Valley College is granted authority to make rules 
and regulations for pedestrian and vehicular traffic over prop- 
erty owned, operated, or maintained by the college district.

WAC 132W-116-020 Vehicle registration and park- 
ing permits. (1) No person shall park or leave any vehicle, 
whether attended or unattended, in a designated parking area 
of Wenatchee Valley College, other than visitor parking, 
without a valid parking permit. 

(2) Visitors must obtain a courtesy permit in order to 
park in the visitor area longer than the posted thirty minutes 
or in any other designated parking space for any length of 
time. 

(3) Students and staff utilizing parking facilities at any 
time must register vehicles with the auxiliary services office 
at which time a parking permit must be obtained. 

(4) Student parking fees are established without regard 
for the number of credits a student is carrying. Staff parking 
fees are based on fees designated in the faculty's negotiated 
agreement, except that a special fee may be established for 
restricted parking. 

(5) Parking permits must be permanently affixed to the 
rear right hand side of the vehicle on either the back window 
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or the rear bumper. Permits for cycles should be affixed in a 
conspicuous location. 

(6) Permits are nontransferable from vehicle to vehicle 
or from student to student. Permits for more than one vehicle 
are available for an additional fee. 

(7) Vehicles displaying improperly affixed permits will 
be ticketed. 

(8) Temporary permits, allowing a student or staff mem- 
ber to park a nonregistered vehicle, are available at any 
administrative office and are valid for one day's parking. 

(9) The person to whom a permit is issued shall be held 
responsible for adherence to these rules and regulations. 

(10) Wenatchee Valley College reserves the right to 
refuse issuance of a parking permit. 

(11) Wenatchee Valley College assumes no liability for 
vehicles parked on college property.

(1) Violators of these regulations are subject to fines. A $5.00 
fine will be assessed for each violation. If paid within 24 
hours from the time a ticket is issued, excluding weekends 
and holidays, the fine will be reduced to $2.50. Fines are to be 
paid at the cashier's station located in Wells Hall. 
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(2) Violators of these regulations are notified of the vio- 
lation by the issuance of a parking ticket which indicates the 
date, approximate time, locality, and nature of the violation. 
Tickets may be served by attaching or affixing a copy to the 
vehicle allegedly violating any of the parking regulations. 

(3) Questions pertaining to parking, permits, and viola- 
tions should be addressed to the parking administrator in the 
auxiliary services office. The parking administrator's deci- 
sions may be appealed in writing to the dean of administra- 
tive services whose decision is final. 

(4) Parking fines are considered financial obligations to 
the college; and grades and other official records will not be 
released until all such obligations have been met. Such 
unpaid obligations will also result in prohibiting an individ- 
ual from enrolling in future classes offered by the college. 

(5) Wenatchee Valley College parking permits are the 
property of Wenatchee Valley College and may be recalled 
and revoked for continued violation of parking and traffic 
regulations. 

(6)(a) Following the issuance of the third unpaid viola- 
tion of these parking rules and regulations, a 24-hour notice 
may be placed upon the vehicle in a conspicuous place 
informing the owner that, unless the outstanding traffic and 
parking citations are satisfied, the vehicle will be impounded 
at the owner's risk and expense the next instance the vehicle 
is found to be parked on college property. 

(b) A vehicle may be impounded without notice to the 
owner, at the owner's risk and expense, when, in the judg- 
ment of the parking administrator, the vehicle obstructs or 
impedes the flow of traffic or poses an immediate threat to 
public safety. 

(c) A vehicle which is disabled, inoperative or aban- 
doned may be impounded and stored at the owner's risk and 
expense 24 hours after a notice so stating has been placed on 
the vehicle in a conspicuous location.

WAC 132W-120-010 General policies. (1) Normally, 
the authority of the college for student behavior is restricted 
to the campus and to activities sponsored or conducted by the 
college away from the campus proper. However, the author- 
ity of the college may be extended into the greater commu- 
nity when the behavior of a student or students clearly and 
distinctly involves the interests of the college as an academic 
community. In such cases, disciplinary action may be taken 
by the college in addition to any civil action taken by commu- 
nity agencies. 

(2) Students subject to disciplinary action by the college 
are entitled to a hearing, the procedures for which guarantee 
that the student will receive fair treatment and which allow 
the college to take appropriate action. Pending action on col- 
lege or civil charges, the status of a student will not be 
altered, or his right to be present on the campus and to attend 
classes suspended, except for reasons relating to his physical 
or emotional safety and well-being, or for reasons relating to 
the safety and well-being of students, staff, or college prop- 
erty. 

(3) No sanction or other disciplinary action shall be 
imposed on a student for violations of college policies and 
regulations except in accordance with the procedures out- 
lined in the disciplinary code. 

(4) Students shall have an opportunity to participate in 
the formulation of all policies and rules pertaining to student 
conduct and in the enforcement of all such rules.

College disciplinary action and/or 
civil action may be taken. Under the provisions of the state 
criminal trespass law, you are hereby given notice that your 
privilege to remain in this building (office or otherwise) is 
revoked. Your continued presence here is considered a crim- 
inal trespass of this building and a violation of the civil dis- 
turbances law as it pertains to colleges, and you may be sub- 
ject to a fine of not more than $500 or imprisonment in jail of 
not more than six months or both. I hereby order you to leave 
the building (office or otherwise) immediately. If you defy 
this order and do not leave within (5 or 10) minutes, you will 
be subject to prosecution under the civil disturbances law or 
the Criminal Trespass Act which constitutes a misdemeanor 
upon conviction.

WAC 132W-149-010 General human rights policy. 
(1) It is the policy of the board of trustees of Wenatchee Val- 
ley College, within the realm of its authority and in keeping 
with its responsibility to the public, to prohibit discrimination 
based on race, religion, color, national origin, sex, marital or 
parental status, age, the presence of any sensory, mental or 
physical handicap or Vietnam era and disabled veteran status. 
This prohibition applies to all aspects of the college's func- 
tions, programs and activities, the utilization of its facilities, 
the official use of the college's name and the employment and 
educational opportunities it provides. 

(2) The board of trustees hereby directs the president of 
Wenatchee Valley College to establish administrative proce- 
dures, in accordance with applicable state and federal laws, 
rules, and regulations which fulfill this policy and which pro- 
vide means to monitor and maintain such rules and regula- 
tions. The president is directed to report to the board of trust- 
ees progress and problems relating to the execution of this 
policy. The affirmative action plan shall be reviewed with the 
board annually. 

(3) The affirmative action plan shall include, but not be 
limited to, the following objectives: 

(a) Wenatchee Valley College will recruit, hire, train, 
and promote individuals solely upon their qualifications and 
ability or potential ability to do the job, and shall consider 
race, religion, color, national origin, sex, age, physical, men- 
tal or sensory disability or whether a disabled veteran or a

veteran of the Vietnam era only when such is a bona fide 
occupational qualification. 

(b) All other personnel actions such as compensation, 
benefits, layoffs, return from layoffs, terminations, college- 
sponsored training, education, tuition assistance, social and 
recreational programs will be administered without regard to 
race, religion, color, national origin, sex, age, parental or 
marital status, physical or sensory disability or whether a dis- 
abled veteran or a veteran of the Vietnam era.

In accordance with 
RCW 43.19.190, the division of purchasing, department of 
general administration, state of Washington, general author- 
ity has been given Wenatchee Valley College to make pur- 
chases authorized under this authority.

WAC 132W-164-011 Purchasing—Contracts. 
Wenatchee Valley College is bound to contracts entered into 
by the division of purchasing and in which case automatically 
cancels any authority previously issued.

WAC 132W-164-012 Purchasing—Procedures. In 
exercising these authorities Wenatchee Valley College is 
obligated to acquire as much competition as is possible. 

(1) Purchases up to a value of $300.00, covering mate- 
rial, equipment and supplies specifically authorized may be 
made directly as required. 

(2) Purchases over $300.00 and under $2,500.00 must be 
made on a record of competitive quotations. 

(3) Purchases in excess of $2,500.00 must be made under 
a formal bid procedure in accordance with the rules and reg- 
ulations of the division of purchasing.

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WAC 132W-164-013 Purchasing—Documentation. 
In all instances, purchases made against the authorities are 
fully documented to show all quotations and bids solicited. In 
any instance where a low bid or quote was not acted upon or 
only a single source was solicited, the file shall carry an 
explanation if the reason is not obvious. These records are 
maintained where they are immediately accessible for review 
by the division of purchasing.

WAC 132W-164-020 Emergency purchases. By their 
very nature it is impossible to provide advance authority to 
meet an emergency requirement. Emergency purchasing pro- 
cedures are defined by RCW 43.19.200. The field order cov- 
ering such a purchase must be forwarded to the supervisor of 
the division of purchasing with a statement of "the reasons 
therefor."

WAC 132W-276-001 Public records policy. The pro- 
visions of WAC 132W-276-001 through 132W-276-199 
shall constitute the public records policy of Wenatchee Val- 
ley College, adopted in compliance with chapter 42.17 RCW.

WAC 132W-276-005 Definitions. As used in the provi- 
sions of this chapter, these definitions shall apply wherever 
the following words are used: 

(1) "Request for a public record" means a written request 
submitted on a proper Wenatchee Valley College public 
records request form for a public record, a review of public 
records or a copy or reproduction of a public record. 

(2) “Students in public schools" means all past, present 
and future students enrolled at Wenatchee Valley College. 

(3) "Vital governmental interest" includes, but is not lim- 
ited to, matters affecting national security, the selection of a 
site or the purchase of real estate when publicity regarding 
such consideration would cause a likelihood of increased 
price. 

(4) "Writing" means handwriting, typewriting, printing, 
photostating, photographing, and every other means of 
recording any form of communication or representation, 
including letters, words, pictures, sounds, or symbols, or 
combination thereof, and all papers, maps, magnetic or paper 
tapes, photographic films and prints, magnetic or punched 
cards, discs, drums and other documents.

WAC 132W-276-010 Definition of public record. (1) 
A public record includes any writing containing information 
relating to the conduct of government or the performance of 
any governmental or proprietary function prepared, owned, 
used, or retained by Wenatchee Valley College, regardless of 
its physical form or characteristics except for, the personal 
and other records which are exempt from the definition of 
public record under RCW 42.17.250 through 42.17.340. 

(2) The exemptions of this section shall be inapplicable 
to the extent that information, the disclosure of which would 
violate personal privacy or vital governmental interest, can be 
deleted from the specific records sought. No exemption shall 
be construed to permit the nondisclosure of statistical infor- 
mation not descriptive of any readily identifiable person or 
persons.

WAC 132W-276-060 Designation of public records 
officers. (1) In accordance with the requirements of chapter 
42.17 RCW, insofar as such rules require state agencies to 
adopt and enforce reasonable rules and regulations to provide 
full public access to official records while yet protecting the 
same from damage and to prevent excessive interference with 
essentials of the agency, all public records at the college shall 
be in the charge of persons holding positions as records offic- 
ers. 

(2) Overall responsibility for coordinating responses to 
requests for examination of public records shall be the 
responsibility of the person known as the "public records 
officer." The person holding such position will be headquar- 
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tered in Wells Hall at the college; his/her exact location and 
name may be determined by inquiry at the office of the pres- 
ident of the college. The public records officer shall also be 
responsible for compiling and maintaining the index required 
by chapter 42.17 RCW. 

(3) For purposes of this chapter, the custody of the col- 
lege's records shall be deemed divided into the following 
divisions: 

(a) Office of the president 

(b) Office of the dean of instruction 

(c) Office of the dean of students 

(d) Office of the business and finance officer 
The above-designated administrative unit heads shall be 
deemed custodians of the records in the possession or control 
of agencies, departments, officers and employees of their 
divisions and responsible for the care and custody of records 
within their divisions even though such person is not in actual 
possession or control of such records. Such administrative 
unit heads shall be known as the college “records custodi- 
ans," 

(4) In any cases where a question arises as to whether a 
given public record is a responsibility of one records custo- 
dian or another, the determination of such ministerial respon- 
sibility shall for the purposes of this chapter be made by the 
public records officer, or the president of the college.

WAC 132W-276-070 Availability for public inspec- 
tion and copying or reproduction of public records. Public 
records shall be available for inspection, copying and repro- 
duction during the customary office hours of Wenatchee Val- 
ley College. For the purposes of this chapter, the customary 
office hours shall be from 9 a.m. to noon and from 1 p.m. to 
4 p.m., Monday through Friday, excluding legal holidays, 
unless the person making the request and the college, acting 
through the public records officer or a records custodian, 
agree on a different time.

WAC 132W-276-080 Requests for public records. In 
accordance with the requirements of chapter 42.17 RCW that 
agencies prevent unreasonable invasions of privacy, protect 
public records from damage or disorganization, and prevent 
excessive interference with essential functions of the agency, 
public records are only obtainable by members of the public 
when those members of the public comply with the following 
procedures: 

(1) A request shall be made in writing upon a form which 
shall be available at the office of the public records officer 
and shall be presented to the public records officer or any 
other of the persons designated by this chapter as a custodian 
of certain college records, per WAC 132W-276-060. Such 
request shall include the following: 

(a) The name of the person requesting the record; 

(b) The time of day and calendar date on which the 
request was made; and 
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(c) If the matter requested is referenced within the cur- 
rent index maintained by the college records officer, a refer- 
ence to the requested record as it is described in such current 
index; 

(d) If the requested matter is not identifiable by reference 
to the college records current index, a statement that suc- 
cinctly describes the record requested; 

(e) A verification that the records requested shall not be 
used to compile a commercial sales list. 

(2) In all cases in which a member of the public is mak- 
ing a request, it shall be the obligation of the college "public 
records officer" or records custodian, or that individual's des- 
ignee, to assist the member of the public in succinctly identi- 
fying the public record requested.

WAC 132W-276-090 Charges. (1) No fee shall be 
charged for inspection of public records. The college may 
impose a reasonable charge for providing copies or reproduc- 
tions of public records and for the use by any person of 
agency equipment to copy or reproduce public records; such 
charges shall not exceed the amount necessary to reimburse 
the college for its actual costs incident to such copying or 
reproduction. 

(2) No record shall be copied by photostatic process or 
otherwise reproduced until and unless the person requesting 
the copying or reproduction of the public record has tendered 
payment for such copying or reproduction to the records offi- 
cial from whom the public record was obtained, or to any per- 
son designated by such records official.

WAC 132W-276-100 Determination regarding 
exempt records. (1) The college reserves the right to deter- 
mine that a public record requested in accordance with the 
procedures of this chapter is exempt under the provisions of 
chapter 42.17 RCW. Such determination may be made in 
consultation with any of the records officers of the college, 
president of the college, or an assistant attorney general 
assigned to the college. 

(2) Responses to requests for records must be made 
promptly. For the purpose of these rules, a prompt response 
occurs if the person requesting the public record is notified 
within one business day as to whether or not this request for 
a public record will be granted or denied. 

(3) No denial of a request for public records shall be 
valid unless accompanied by a written statement, signed by 
the public records officer or his/her designee, specifying the 
specific reasons thereof.

WAC 132W-276-110 Review of denials of public 
records requests. (1) Any person who objects to the denial 
of a request for a public record or his/her duly authorized rep- 
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resentative shall petition for prompt review of such decision 
by tendering to the president's office a written request for a 
review of such denial. Such written request demanding 
prompt review shall specifically reference the written state- 
ment by the college denying that person's request for a public 
record. 

(2) Within two business days after receiving the written 
request by a person or a duly authorized representative peti- 
tioning for prompt review of a decision denying a public 
record, the president of the college or any of the president's 
designees, which for the purposes of this section may include 
the public records officer or the records custodians, shall con- 
sider such petition. 

(3) During the course of the two business days in which 
the president or a designee reviews the decision of the public 
records officer denying the request for a public record, the 
president or designee may conduct an informal hearing. Dur- 
ing the course of such informal hearing, the president or des- 
ignee may require that the person requesting the public 
record or a duly authorized representative appear at a reason- 
able time and place located on the campus and further explain 
and identify the exact nature of the public record being 
requested. Failure by the person requesting the review hear- 
ing or the duly authorized representative to appear at such 
informal hearing shall be deemed a waiver of that person's 
right to insist upon completion of the review of the request eee 
within two business days. If the petitioner requesting review Be 
or the duly authorized representative does appear at such 
informal hearing, then the period for review by the college 
shall be extended to a period not exceeding twenty-four hours 
after such person requesting review or the duly authorized 
representative has appeared before the president or the presi- 
dent's designee. 

(4) During the course of the informal hearing conducted | i 
by the president or designee under this section, the hearing ; 
officer shall consider the obligations of the college fully to 
comply with the intent of chapter 42.17 RCW insofar as it 
requires providing public access to official records, but shall 
also consider the exemptions provided in chapter 42.17 RCW 
insofar as it requires the college to protect public records 
from damage or disorganization, prevent excessive interfer- 
ence with essential functions of the agency, and to prevent 
any unreasonable invasion of personal privacy by deleting 
identifying details.
